HE jinvertion of artillery and fortification, hath 
obliged the princes of Bitend, in modern times, 
to re-eflablifh the ufe of regular iroops, in order to garrifon 
their :owns ; but, however lawful their motives, it is to be 
feared the effect of them may be no leis faral. There is 
no betier reafon now than formerly for depopulating the 
country to form armics and garrifons ; the 
be as litle oppreffed to fupport them ; in a word, thefe 
dangerous efaolihments have encreafed of lace years with 
{uch rapidity in this part of the world, that they evidently 
threaten the approaching depopulation of Europe, and 
fooner or !arer the entire ruin of us inhabitants, 
But be this as it will, it ought to be obferved, that fich 
infitutions neceMfarily fubvert the true economical fyftem 
which draws the principal revenue of the fate from the 
public demefnes, and leaves only the dreadful refource of 
fubfidies and imp»fts ; of which it remains for me to treat. 
Ic fhould be remembered bere that the foundation of the 
Social Compaét is property ;.and its firft condition, that 
every one fhould be marntained in the peaceful poffeifion 
of what belonged to him. It is true chat by the fame 
treaty every one tacily confents to be affelled toward the 
perc wants : but ths engagement being incapable of 
irting the fundamental law, and fuppofing that the evi- 
dence of fach wanis muit appear t@ every one who con- 
tribotes io them, it is pain that fuch affeflment, in order 
to be jawful, fheuld be voluntary ; not indeed particularly 
fo, as if it were neceffary to have the confent of each 
individual, and thai he fhould give no more than jaft what 
he pleafed, pu fo far voleniny as it — be done by the 
confent of che majority of the efuzegs, ae an equtta- 
ble and impartial eenk 0 Deinitniin 

That impofts cannot be lawfully eflablifhed bur by the 
confent of the people or their reprefentatives, is a truth 
generally admitted by ail philofophers and civilians of any 
reputation, not even excepting Bodin hunfelf, 1fany of 
them aijo have ellablilied maxims apparently contradictory, 
their pariicular monves for 1 may de eafiy fen through ; 
and pelides they introduce fo many conditions and reftric- 
tions that the arg:ment comes at the bottom to the very 
fame thing : for whecher the people have it in their power 
to refule, or the foverergn ought not to exact, is a matter 
of indiilerence with regard io right 5 and if the point 
in queftion be only wuh regard io the power, itis mighty 
ulelefs to enquire whether ui be lawfu! or not, 

The contributions watch are levied on the people, are 
of two kinds ; the oe real, which 1s levied on commodities, 
and the other perlonal, winch 1s paid by the head, 
Both one and the other are called impofls aad fubfidies : 
when the people appoint the paricular fum that 1s to be 
paid, itiscalled aloldy ; bur when they grant the produce 
of a tax, it is calied au rmpoft, We are wid in the Spirit 
of Laws, thai a capiation iaxis mofl conformable to flavery, 
and a real tax mott agreeable to liberty. It might indeed 
be really. fo, ifthe circumfances of every perfon were 
eq::a! 5 for otherwife nothing can be more di {proportionate 
than fuch atax ; and itis in the obfervation of exact pro- 
portions that cor fifts the {prrse of liberty, Butifa capita- 
tion tix were exactly proportioned fo the {late and circum- 
ftances of individuais, as what 1s called the capitation tax in 
France might be, x would be the molt. equitabie and of 
¢onfequence the moi conformable of all others to free- 
men. . 

Thefe proportions appear at firl very eafy to beobferved, 
becaufe as they relace to the rank which every one holds in 
hfe, the indications of it are always public : but it is rare 
tha: a proper regard is paid to all the elements that fhould 
enier into {uch a calculation, fetting afide the deception 
arifing from avarice, fraad and intereit’ In the firit place, 
thould be confidered the re!ation of quantities, according 

“to which, every thing eife b-rng equal, the perfon who has 
ten times the propercy of another man ought to pay ten 
times as mucn to the flate. Secondly. ‘The relation of 
Cuftom, that is fo fay, the diflinttion between neceffaries 
and fuperfluities. He who pofleffes only he common 
neceffaries of life fhould pay nothing at all, while the 
fax on him who isin polTe:fion of fuperfuities, might be 
jufily extended to every thing beyond mere neceffaries. 
To ‘this the latter wil! pollibly objett, in regard to his rank, 
that what may b+ fuperfluous to @ man of inferior Ration 
js neceffary for him. But thisis faife : for a peer of the 
fealm has two legs as well as a cow-herd, and he has but 
Gne belly any more thaa the clown, Befides, thefe’ pre- 
tended neceflaries are really fo litle neceflary wich regard 
to rank, that if he fhould renounce them on = worthy 
eccafion, he would only be the more honowred and re‘pet

But feta grearman him{elf be robbed or infulted, the 
whole police is immediately in motion, and woe be even to 
the innocent perfons whe chance to be fufpetted of the 
fact. If he he to pafs through any dangerous road, the 
country fs tip in arms to efcort him. If ihe axletree of 
his chaife breaks, every body flies to his a‘fiflance, Is 
there a nvile made at his door, he {peaks but one word and 
all is filent. Is he incommoded by the crowd, he waves 
his hand and every one makes way for him. Is his coach 
met on the road oy 2 waggon, his fervants are ready to 
beat the driver’s brains out for not making way, as if afiy 
honeft people going quietly about their bufinefs had better 
be knocked on the head ihan the equipage of an idle lord 
be interrupted. Yer all this refpett cofts him not a far- 
thing : it is the privil-ge anaexed to the rank of a rich 
man, ond not purchafed by his wealth. How very ditfer- 
entis the cafe with the poor! the more tha: # due to hn 
from humanity. the lefs is paid to him by fociety. Every 
door is fhut againft him, even when he hath a right to its 
being opened: and if at any time he obtain juftice, it is 
wich much grees di aban others obtain favours. 
Is the militia to be raifed. or thé highways to be mended 
he hath conftantly the preference here ; always bearing 
the burthen which his richer neighbour has intereit e- 
nough to get exempted from. On the leaft accident that 
happens io him, every body avoids him: if his cart be 
overturned in the toad, fo Bes “he from receiving-any. 
ailiftance, that he is lucky if ke don’t gec horfe-whipped 
by the impudent lacktes of the people of quality that happen 
to pafs by :~in a word, all gratintous alliflance is denied 
tothe poor, merely ‘becaufe they cannot pay for tt.

There isanother remark no lefs important, which is, that 
the loffes of the | are much lefs reparable than. thofe 
of the rich,and that the dicfhulty of acquifition always. in- 
creafes in proportion to the nécellity of it. Lx nihelo ni- 
hil ft,“ pothing comes of nothing,” is astrue in politics 
as in phyfic : money is the feed of money, and the firft gui- 
nueais fometimes moredifficult to be acquired than the fe- 
cond million. Add toall this, that whatts paid by the poor 
is forever loft to them, and rematns in, or returns to, the 
hands of the rich—and as among thofe only who fhare in 
the government of their dependenis, fooner or ater ail the 
produce of the impofts muft pals ; foin paying their thare 
they have alwavsa fenfibie intereft in aigmeniing them, 

The terms ofthe Sorial Compatt betweéa thefe two orders 
of people may be expreffed ina few words. ‘ You hizve 
need of me, becaufe | amrich and you are poor—we gill | 
therefore come to this agreement ; I will permit’ you to 
have the honour of ferving me, on condition tnat you befow 
on me the Littl that remains in your poff fion, in Yeturn 


for the pains I fall take to command you.” 

Cn all car coniiderations carey together, we 
thall find thai, in order to levy taxes, in a truly equitable 
and propor:ionable mannér,ihe impofition ouglit mot to be 
in the fimple rata of the property of the contributors, 
but tn @ ratto compoundrd of ihe difference of their con- 
ditions, and the fuperfluity of their pofefions. Ths 
very important and dificult operation 1s daly made by 
numbers of honeft tinancters, {hulled in political arithmetic 3 
but is what a Platoor a Montefquitu would not venture 
to undertake without great diffidence, and praying to bra- 
ven for peeuliar underflanding and integrity. 

Another inconvenience attending 2 perfona! tax is, that

On the contrary, in chole 
countries where the hufbandman is taxed in proportion to the 
produét of his lands, he Jeaves them uncultivated, or julk 
reaps fo much from them as fuffices hum for bare fublillence, 
For to him who 1s doomed to lofe the traiis of his labor, 
it is fome gain to do néthing. To lay a taxon ind sft y, 
is alfo avery fingular expedient for banithing idienets. 
From atax on lands or upon corn, efpecrally wien it be 
very great, refult alfo fuch terrible inconveniences, that 
they muft neceffarily depopulate, or in the end bring to ruiny 
every country where itis eftablifhed. 

The firft arifes from a defett in the circulation of {pecie $ 
for induftry and commerce draw all the money from the 
country into the capital cities : while the impott deftroying 
the proportion which might otherwife fubfifl beeween the 
nece‘fines of the hufbandman and the price of his corn, the 
money goes away inceffantly, and never returns ; and 
thus.the richer the cities the poorer the country, The 
produce of the taxes pafles from the hands of the proce 
or the financiers into thofe of the ar:ifts and traders ; while 
the hufbandman, whe receives only the fmatlelt part of it, 
sat length exhaufled aying always the fame, and 
receiving conflantly lefs. How could an human body 
fubfift that had veins and no arteries, or whofe arterie#? 
conveyed the blood only within four inches of the heart ? 
Chardin telisus that in Perfia the royal revenues o come 
modities are paid in kind: this cuftom, which Heredotug 
informs us, prevailed heretofore in the fame country tll 
the time of Darius, might prevent the evil of which B 
have been fpeaking. But unlefs the inendant, directors, 
commiffaries and florekeepers in Perfia, are a differen

Charles the firft. During the ume of his concealment he 
was one day called upon by a courtier, in whom he had re- 
pofed fome confidence. Inthe courfe of their converfation, 
the courtier obferved to Milton, “ Why did you not em- 
brace the common advantages of the times, when it was 
in your power to make a fortune P I do not pretend to be 
a man of extraordinary ability, and yet by attentively 
watching the current of things, by beng of no party, 
and a humble fervant to every body that I could get any 
thing by, I have rifen to poffefs fix hundred pounds a 
year.’ ——Sir (anfwered Milton) it was from my throwing 
thofe regards upon mankind, which you have concentered in 
yourfelf, that 1 am ihus poor and miferable.”

Charles the fecond, of England, was a mere creature: of } 


pleafure, and would have been an unnoticed fot in the an- 
nals of things, had not the fickle deity, called Fortune, 
advanced him to a crown.
